T h r e e floods combined to work havoc at 
Johnstown. 
First, the river was filled to the 
top of its banks by the rains. 
Next came the 
bursting of the immense lumber boom on 
Stony Creek, which happened about one 
o’clock Friday afternoon,carrying down bun 
dreds of thousands of logs, which swept away 
houses as though they were cards. 
Four 
hours later the dam of Conemaugh lake or 
reservoir broke, sending down a towering 
mass of water which swept over the remain­ 
ing houses, burying them under fathoms of 
water or carrying them at once down stream. 
It was an awful conspiracy of the elements 
for ruin and death. 


T h e amount of beer manufactured in Al­ 
bany by the five largest breweries is found 
by the Ex p ress to be from 105,000 to 115,000 
barrels a year. 
Of three breweries whose 
total output is from 97,000 to 1(^7,000 barrels 
about one third is sold out of the city ; the 
other two, which turn out from 9,000 to 
10.000 barrels dispose of their entire product 
in Albauy. 
There is drank at the state capi­ 
tal, therefore, about 80,000 barrels a year. 
Albany's 
100,000 
people therefore drink 
3.200.000 gallons of beer per year, or 32 gal­ 
lons per head. 
This would give every man, 
woman and child nearly a pint bottle a day. 
What wonder that a good deal of our legis­ 
lation is beery, or that the great Capitol some* 
times gets in “ a weaving way ?”

Johnstow n, Pa., June 3.—The dark disaster 
of Friday with its attendant terrors, thrilled 
the universe, and drew two continenls closer 
together in the bonds of sympathy tlmt bind 
humanity. 
The midnight terrors of Ashta­ 
bula and Cliatsworth evoked tbHKs of pity 
from every fireside in Christendom; but the 
tfub »lory of Johnstown, when all is known, 
will stand solitary and alone as the acme of 
man's annihilation by the potent forces to 
which humanity is ever subject. The menac­ 
ing clouds still hover darkly over the valley 
of death and the muttering thunder that ever 
and anon reverberates faintly in the distance 
seems the sardonic chuckle of the demon of 
destruction as he pursues his Way to other 
lauds 
and 
other 
homes. 
But 
the 
modern 
deluge 
has 
done 
its 
wohri 
for 
Johnstown. 
t ’iiS 
waters 
are 
rtqfldly subsiding, but the angry torrents still 
eddy around the City and the winged mes 
senger of peace has not appeared to tell the 
pathetic talc of those who escaped the ilevjis 
tation of Black Friday’ It ft Viol a hackneyed 
utterance to «ay tfeat no pen can adequately de­ 
pict the horrors of this twin disaster holo­ 
caust and deluge, the deep emotions that well 
from the heart of every spectator find most 
eloquent expression in silence, the silence 
that bespeaks man’s recognition of his sub­ 
serviency to the elements and impotence to 
avert catastrophe. 
Tlie 
insignificance of 
human life is only fully realized by those 
who witness such scenes as at Johnstown and 
Cliatsworth and Ashtabula, and to those 
whose memory retains the picture of horror 
the 
decade 
experience 
cannot 
fail 
to 
be a fitting lesson. 
This morning opened 
up 
dark 
and 
dreary. 
Great 
drops 
of 
rain 
fell 
occasionally, 
and

other storm seemed imminent. 
Every odc 
feels thankful, however, that the weather 
still remains cool and that the gradual putri- 
faction of the hundreds of bodies that still 
line the streams and lie hidden under the 
miles of drift wood and d ebris is not unduly 
hastened. 
This morning the peculiar stench 
of decaying human flesh wasplaiuly percept I- 
table to the senses as one ascended the batik 
of Stony Creek for a half mile along the 
smoldering ruins of the wreck, and the most 
sceptical now conceive the worst Arid realize 
that hundreds, ayc> perhaps thousands of 
bodies, 
lie 
charred 
and 
blackened 
beneath 
this 
great 
funeral 
pyre. 
Searchers wander wearily over the smoking 
mass, and as occasionally a sudden shout 
comes over the waters the patient watchers 
on the hill realize that another ghastly dis­ 
covery has been added to that long list of 
revelations that chill every heart and draw 
tears to the eyes of all. 
From the banks 
many charred remains of victims of flames 
and flood are plainly visible to the naked eye, 
as the receding waters reluctantly give up 
their dead.

upon the hissing ma ss a nd ra pidly the fla me s 
yie lde d to the supre ma cy of wa te r.

An a re a of 
e ight or 1 0 a cre s a bove the da m is cove re d to 


a rleptli of 40 feet with shattered houses,borne 
from the resident centre of Johnstown.

The Washington Infantry came in over the 
Baltimore & Ohio railroad and when Captain 
Shannon reported to Adjutant-General Hast­ 
ings that gentleman- said there was no need 
for soldiers’ aid.

A train of five cars came in from Cumber­ 
land, Md., this morning loaded with provis­ 
ions and 3 0 men to help clear up tlie d ebris. 
About 6 0 coffins containing bodies of un­ 
known people are piled up on the platform 
at the generid undertaking rooms. Up till to­ 
day General Hastings baa his undertakers on 
the east side of the River, but this morning 
he came over to the burning d ebris followed 
by about 1 2 5 men carrying coffins. He started 
to work immediately and has ordered men 
from Philadelphia, Harrisburg and other 
eastern towns to do laboring work. 
The 
stealing by Hungarians at Cambria City and 
points along the railroad has almost ceased. 
The renort of several lynchings and the 
drowning of two Italians while being pur­ 
sued by citizens yesterday put a d.imper on

ilfering for a time. 
While Deputy Sheriff 
lose was patrolling the River bank yesterday 
he found two Hungarians attempting to rob 
bodies, and at once gave chase. 
He found 
two taking to the woods, and pulled out a 
pistol and shot twice, wounding both men 
badly. 
It has been necessary to establish the head­ 
quarters of the Associated Press in a building 
which is being used as one of the morgues, I come down like a wave, but jumped on his

flood it was 30 feet high and gradually rose 
to 40. Fifteen minutes before the flood came 
Douglitv, the Railroad agent, read,me a tele­ 
gram lie had just received saying the South 
Fork dam had broken.

From under the large briek school house 124 
bodies were taken last night and to-day, and in 
every corner and place the bodies are being 
found and buried as fast as possible.

ifest, and the stench arising from the liodies 
is sickening 
A number of bodies have been 
found with bullet-holes in them, shovViflg that 
suicide was resorted to. 
Up to this morning 
people leaving here who lost whole families 
and parts of families hardly seemed to real­ 
ize what a dreadful calamity had befallen 
them.

agony is stamped on the faces of every one, 
and it is truly a city of mourning.

ington there was a flood so great in the Po­ 
tomac that the streets in the southern part of

Georgetown only the second stories of houses 
were visible. 
The floods were also very de­ 
structive in Virginia and throughout West­ 
ern and Southern Pennsylvania. At Coburg, 
Canada, a cloudburst washed away all the 
bridges from Bice Lake to Lake Ontario, and 
the Inmates of the houses had to be rescued 
in boats.

Jo h n sto w n . Pa., June 8.—The dark disaster 
of Friday with its attendant terrors, thrilled 
the universe, and drew two continents closer 
together in the bonds of sym pathy dial bind 
humanity. 
The midnight terror* of Ashta­ 
bula and Chatsworth evoked tbht-s of pity 
from every flrt-xidc in Christendom; but die 
tt-iA* story of Johnstown, when ail is known, 
w ill Rtand solitary and alone as the acme of 
man s annihilation by the potent forces to 
which hum anity is ever subject. The menac­ 
ing clouds still hover darkly over the vnlley 
of death and the m uttering thunder that ever 
and anon reverberates faintly in die distance 
seems the sardonic chuckle of die demon of 
destruction as he pursue* hi* Way to other 
lands 
and 
oilier 
homes. 
But 
the 
modern 
deluge 
has 
done 
IU 
woM 
for 
Johnstown, 
'til? 
waters 
are 
rabidly subsiding, but the angry torrents still 
eddy around die City and the winged mes­ 
senger of peace has not appeared to tell die 
pathetic tale of those who e*ca[>ed the deva* 
tation of Black Friday It 0 hoi a hackneyed 
utterance tore* that no pen can adequately de­ 
pict tile horrors of this twin disaster holo­ 
caust aud deluge, the deep emotions that well 
from the heart of every spectator And most 
eloquent expression in silence, die silence 
that bespeaks man's recognition of his sub­ 
serviency to the element* and Impotence to 
avert catastrophe. 
The 
insigniAcancc of 
hum an life is only fully realized by those 
w ho witness such scenes as at Johnstown and 
Chatsworth and Ashtabula, and to those 
whose memory retains the picture of horror 
the 
decade 
experience 
cannot 
fuil 
to 
lie a Atting lesson. 
This m orning opened 
up 
dark 
and 
dreary. 
Great 
drops 
of 
rain 
fell 
occasionally, 
and 
an 
oilier storm seemed imminent. 
Every one 
feels thankful, however, that the weather 
still remains cool and that the gradual putri 
faction of the hundreds of bodies that still 
line the streams and lie hidden under the 
miles of drift wood and debris is not unduly 
hastened. 
This morning the peculiar stench 
of decaying hum an flesh w as plainly percepll- 
table to Hie senses a* one ascended the bank 
of Stony Creek for a half mile along the 
smoldering ruins of the wreck, and the most 
sceptical now conceive the worst and realize 
that hundreds, aye, perhaps thousands of 
bodies, 
lie 
charred 
and 
blackened 
beneath 
tills 
great 
funeral 
pyre. 
Searcher* wander wearily over the smoking 
mass, and as occasionally a slidden shout 
comes over the waters the patient watchers 
on the hill realize that another ghastly dis­ 
covery lias been added to that long list of 
revelations that chill every heart and draw 
tears to the eyes of all. 
From the banks 
many charred remains of victims of flames 
and flood are plainly visible to the naked eye, 
as the receding waters reluctantly give up 
their dead. 
Beneath almost every log or 
blackened beam a glistening skull or blanched 
remains of ribs or limbs can be s^en. 
Since 
IO o’clock last night the Are-engines have 
been busy. 
W ater has been constantly play­ 
ing on the burning ruins. 
A t times the Are 
seems extinguished, but fitful flames suddenly 
break out afresh in some new quarter and 
again the water and flames wage fierce com ­ 
bat. 
The chief sensation of the morning was 
tho united 
remonstrance of 
the 
physi­ 
cians against the extinguishment of the burn­ 
ing wreck. 
They m aintain that hundreds, 
if not thousands, of lifeless and decaying 
bodies lie beneath this mass of burning ruins, 
and “ it would be better ” they say, " to p er­ 
m it Nature’s greatest scavenger-the flames 
—to pursue his work unmolested than to ex­ 
pose to further decay the horde of putrifyin g 
bodies that lie beneath this debris. 
There 
can be but one result. 
Days will elapse be 
fore the rubbish can be sufficiently removed 
to permit the recovery of these bodies, and 
long ere that every corpse will tie a putrid 
mass yielding forth those frightful emanations 
of decaying human flesh that in a crowded 
community like this can give but one result, 
the dreadful typhus. 
Every baltic field has 
demonstrated the necessity of the hasty in­ 
terment of decaying bodies, sod the stench 
that already arises is a forerunner of impend­ 
ing danger. 
Burn the wreck, burn the 
wreck.” 
A loud cry of indignation arose from the 
lips of the vast multitude, and the warnings 
of science were lost in the cager demands of 
those 
that sought the remains of those 
near and dear. 
The hose was again turned 
upon the biasing mass and rapidly the flames 
yielded to the supremacy of water. 
It 
is almost impossible 
to 
conceive 
the 
extent of these smoking ruins. 
An area of 
eight or IO acres above the dam is covered to 


a depth of 40 feet witli shattered houses,tom e 
from the resident centre of Johnstown.

were from one to 20 or 25 people.

The reitori of several lynchings and the 
drowning of two Italians while being pur­ 
sued by citizens yesterday put a dam per on 
pilfering for a time.

Rose was patrolling Hie Riverbank yesterday 
he found two Hungarian* attem pting to rob 
bodies, and at once gave chase. 
He found 
two taking to the woods, and pulled out a 
pistol and shot twice, wounding both meu 
badly. 
It has been necessary to establish the head­ 
quarters of the Associated Press in a building 
which is being used as one of the morgues, 
aud its telegraph o|*erators are sending the 
news lo the world while surrounded by the 
bodies of the dead. 
The Sheriff has taken charge of Johns­ 
town and armed men are this morning pa­ 
trolling the City. 
The people who have 
property in the limits are permitted to enter 
the City, if they are known, but otherwise it 
is impossible to get into the town. 
This 
, regulation seems harsh but it is a necessity. 
The Relief Committee from Ohio are pitch­ 
ing their tents on the hillside. 
They have 
900 tents and they are being utilized as fast 
as erected.

T h e Democratic Albany Time» praises Mr. 
Blaine’s “ brilliant achievement” in Merlin, 
and says that “ the Samoat) case was cer­ 
tainly conducted in ti manner to gratify 
American pHd'e.*’ It thinks, however, that 
he will not have quite as easy work in deal­ 
ing with England on the fisheries and Beh­ 
ring Sea questions, though it admits that 
“ England of late years has exhibited any­ 
thing but an aggressive spirit in dealing with 
first-class powers.” Democratic opinion of 
Mr. Blaine appears to be improving. 


T h r e e floods combined to work havoc at 
Johnstown. First, the river was filled to the 
top of its banks by the rains. Next came the 
bursting of the immense lumber boom on 
Stony Creek, which happened about one 
o’clock Friday afternoon,carrying down hun­ 
dreds of thousands of logs, which swept away 
houses as though they were cards. Four 
hours later the dam of Conemaugh lake or 
reservoir broke, sending down a towering 
mass of water which swept over the remain­ 
ing houses, burying them under fathoms of 
water or carrying them at once down stream. 
It was an awful conspiracy of the elements 
for ruin and death. 
Tna amount of beer manufactured in Al­ 
bany bj the five largest breweries is found 
by the Express to be from 105,000 to 115,000 
barrels a year. Of three breweries whose 
total output is from 97,000 to lttUOOO barrels 
about one third is sold out of the city ; the 
other two, which turn out from 9,000 to 
10.000 barrels dispose of their entire product 
in Albany. There is drank at the state capi­ 
tal, therefore, about 80,000 barrels a year. 
Albany’s 100,000 people therefore drink 
8.200.000 gallons of beer per year, or 32 gal­ 
lons per head. This would give every man, 
woman and child nearly a pint bottle a day. 
What wonder that a good deal of our legis­ 
lation is beery, or that the great Capitol some* 
times gets in “a weaving way ?” 


The floods from the late rains were ter­ 
ribly severe in many places. At Elmira 
Sunday night the water rose eighteen inches 
higher than ever before known. The Erie 
bridge was anchored by a heavy freight 
train upon it, and this formed a dam that 
forced back the water two feet deep into the 
streets. Yesterday afternoon two bodi38 
floated down the river, and a root 
to which three persons were 
cliDg 
ing was said 
to 
have passed the 
city Saturday night. At Corning thirteen 
persons were reported drowned. In Andover 
a dozen bridges were carried away, at Wellt- 
ville both ends of the town were submerged, 
at Horncllsville several bridges are gone, and 
through the entire lenetli of the Chemung 
valley the farms are under water. At Wash­ 
ington there was a flood so great in the Po­ 
tomac that the streets in the southern part of 
the city were traversed in boats, while in 
Georgetown only the second stories of houses 
were visible. The floods were also very de­ 
structive in Virginia and Ihroughout West­ 
ern and Southern Pennsylvania. At Coburg, 
Canada, a cloudburst, washed away all the 
bridges from Rice Lake to Lake Ontario, and 
the inmates of the houses had to he rescued 
in boats. 


JoiiNSTOwN,Pa.,June3.—The dark disaster 
of Friday with its attendant terrors, thrilled 
the universe, and drew two continents closer 
together in the bonds of sympathy that bind 
humanity. The midnight terrors of Ashta­ 
bula and Chatsworth evoked tbUKs oí pity 
from every fireside In Christendom; but the 
tfiifc slory of Johnstown, when all is known, 
will stand solitary and alone as the acme of 
man’s annihilation by the potent forces to 
which humanity is ever subject. The menac­ 
ing clouds still hover darkly over the valley 
of death and the muttering thunder that ever 
and anon reverberates faintly In the distance 
seems the sardonic chuckle of the demon of 
destruction as he pursues his Way to other 
lands and 
other 
homes. 
But 
the 
modern deluge has 
done ibs wohd 
for 
Johnstown. 'Hi? 
waters 
are 
nqHdly subsiding, but the angry torrents still 
eddy around the City and the winged mes­ 
senger of peace has not appeared to tell the 
pathetic tale of those who escaped the deves 
tation of Black Friday-, ft ft hot a hackneyed 
utterance to.«ny that no pen can adequately de­ 
pict the horrors of this twin disaster holo­ 
caust and deluge, the deep emotions that well 
from the heart of every spectator find most 
eloquent expression in silence, the silence 
that bespeaks man’s recognition of his sub­ 
serviency to the elements and impotence to 
avert catastrophe. Tile insignificance of 
human life is only fully realized by those 
who witness such scenes as at Johnstown and 
Chatsworth and Ashtabqla, and to those 
whose memory retains the picture of horror 
the decade experience cannot fail to 
be a fitting lesson. This morning opened 
up dark 
and 
dreary. 
Great drops 
of rain 
fell 
occasionally, 
and 
an 
other storm seemed imminent. Every one 
feels thankful, however, that the weather 
still remains cool and that the gradual putri- 
faetion of the hundreds of bodies that still 
line the streams and lie hidden under the 
miles of drift wood and debris is not unduly 
hastened. This morning the peculiar stench 
of decaying human flesh was plainly percepti- 
table to the senses as one ascended the bank 
of Stony Creek for a half mile along the 
smoldering ruins of the wreck, and the most 
sceptical now conceive the worst artd realize 
that hundreds, aye, perhaps thousands of 
bodies, 
lie 
charred 
and 
blackened 
beneath 
this 
great 
fúneral 
pyre. 
Searchers wander wearily over the smoking 
mass, and as occasionally a sudden shout 
comes over the waters the patient watchers 
on the hill realize that another ghastly dis­ 
covery has been added to that long list of 
revelations that chill every heart and draw 
tears to the eyes of all. From the banks 
many charred remains of victims of flames 
and flood are plainly visible to the naked eye, 
as the receding waters reluctantly give up 
their dead. Beneath almost every log or 
blackened beam a glistening skull or blanched 
remains of ribs or limbs can be seen. Since 
10 o’clock last night the fire-engines have 
been busy. Water has been constantly play­ 
ing on the burning tuíds. At times the fire 
seems extinguished, but fitful flames suddenly 
break out afresh in some new quarter and 
again the water and flames wage fierce com 
bat. The chief sensation of the morning was 
tho united remonstrance of the physi­ 
cians against the extinguishment of the burn 
ing wreck. They maintain that hundreds, 
if not thousands, of lifeless and decaying 
bodies lie beneath this mass of burning ruins, 
and “ it would be better ” they say, “ to per­ 
mit Nature’s greatest scavenger—the flames 
—to pursue his work unmolested than to ex­ 
pose to further decay the horde of putrifyin g 
bodies that lie beneath this debris. There 
can be but one result. Days will elapse be 
fore the rubbish can be sufficiently removed 
to permit the recovery of these bodies, and 
long ere that every corpse will Tie a putrid 
mass yielding forth those frightful emanations 
of decaying human flesh that in a crowded 
community like this can give but one result 
the dreadful typhus. Every battle field has 
demonstrated the necessity of the hasty in 
lerment of decaying bodies, and the stench 
that already arises is a forerunner of impend­ 
ing danger. 
Burn the wreck, burn the 
wreck.” 
A loud cry of indignation arose from the 
lips of the vast multitude, and the warnings 
of science were lost in the eager demands of 
those that sought the remains of those 
near and dear. The hose was again turned 
upon the hissing mass and rapidly the flames 
yielded to the supremacy of water, 
is almost impossible to conceive 
the 
extent of these smoking ruins. An area of 
eight or 10 acres above the dam is covered to 


a depth of 40 feet with shattered houses,borne 
from the resident centre of Johnstown. In 
each of these houses it is estimated there 
were from one to 20 or 25 people. This Is 
accepted as data upon which to estimate the 
Milmber tlint perished on this spot, itiid if tile 
data be correct the bodies that lie beneath 
these ruins must ruu well up into 
the

sands. 
As yet there is no telling 
how many lives have been lgst. Adjutant 
General Hastings stated this morning that he 
supposed there were at least 2,000 people un­ 
der the burning debris, but the only way to 
And out how many lives were lost was to take 
a census of the people now living, and sub­ 
tract that from the ceuslls bofofe the tíooii. 
Paid he: ‘‘In my opinion there are anywhere 
from 4,000 to 8,000 souls lost.” 
Senator Quay has contributed $100 to the 
flood sufferers. The four trneks of the Penn­ 
sylvania Railroad below the stone bridge 
were tilled yesterday with Cafá fot two miles. 
Hundreds of men .and women wander­ 
ing from Morrellvillc to Johnstown. The 
sufferers last evening surrounded the freight 
ears fitted up to feed the hungry and shouted 
for bread. At first those in charge tossed the 
provisions into the crowd and an awful 
scramble followed. Children were trampled 
upon and women were unable to get food. 
Finally the police stopped the throwing of 
food and forced the crowd to pass in single 
file before the car doors. It was very cold 
here last night. Many poor women and 
children suffered. Councilman James Wil­ 
liams and Undertaker McNulty prepared 210 
bodies yesterday for burial. 
. 
( Ijubgrtriaus litthbked the cars standing 
on the tracks last night to seize clothing and 
provisions. One was arrested and the others 
were clubbed. The number of persons that 
searched the debris for plunder yesterday 
was surprising. Poorly clad men were seen 
carrying away fine ornamental clocks and 
rich bric-a-brac. Pianos by the dozen ate 
scattered along the River biit thevnrc ruined. 
A limn and hi A wife yesterday drew from a 
lüass of rubbish a part of a cradle. They 
looked, j* ji a moment in silence and then fell 
to weeping into each others arms. William 
Varner is a broken-hearted man. Of a family 
of 10 five are missing. 
Hungarians and negroes are causing 
the most trouble All day yesterday they 
filled up with whiskey taken from the River 
Saturday and Were in a dangerous mood. 
The negroes In Johnstown were selling 
sacks of flour and dress goods for whiskey. 
They drpye a wr,agon te the rear of a wrecked 
stflre anil loaded it witii goods and were haul­ 
ing it away when stopped. 
A Deputy 
Sheriff shot a negro who was robbing a 
store. The wound was not serious and the 
man escaped. The militia is needed badly. 
Only meagre details of the buildings swept 
away can he conveyed at this time. In the 
Second Ward there were 1,80(1 houses now 
there nrc seven standing. There are seven 
wards in the City and all are in about the 
same condition. 
Charles Miter and wife, of Hraddofck.oame 
Iwrc yCstefday tü look for their patents. It 
has lieen heard that Mr. and Mrs: Micer, Se­ 
nior, were drowned with three daughters and 
son. About a dozen printers were driven 
by *ué flood to ilie roof oi their hoarding 
house in Kernville. They were kept there 
15 hours and were half frozen when taken 
off. One hundred and eighty bodies had 
been embalmed yesterday at Nineveh, and 
there is a report that 300 more have been dis­ 
covered halt buried in the mud on an Island 
between New-Florence and the place named. 
Hundreds of homeless people slept last night 
on the hillsides under tents sent from Pitts­ 
burg and other places. The Pennsylvania 
Railroad has got a 
track 
th rough 
to the City 
and provisions enough 
to meet all immediate wants have arrived. 
Those people who were not swept away or 
disabled, are Working earnestly fot tlie re­ 
vival of the stricken City, but it will take 
months of work to come anywhere near re­ 
pairing the fearful damage. While it is 
about certain that the list of the lost will 
never be made complete, the supply of cof- 
Nfins sent in from Pittsburg and other points 
is so great that tiie Relief Committee Has tel­ 
egraphed that no more must he sent until or­ 
dered. All day yesterday men, women and 
children 
plodded 
about 
the desolate 
waste looking in vain to locate the bound­ 
aries of their former homes. Nothing but a 
wide expanse of mud, ornamented here and 
there with heaps of drift wood, remained for 
their contemplation. Thefe were many pa­ 
thetic scenes. Mrs. Fenu, who was half 
crazed with grief, said: “ My husband and 
seven little children have been swept down 
with the flood and I am left alone. We were 
driven by the Hood into the garret, lnit the 
water followed us there. Inch by inch it 
kept rising until our heads were crushing 
against thé roof. I Raised a window and 
one by one placed my darling^ on some 
drift 
wood, 
trusting 
to the 
Great 
Creator. As I liberated the last one, my little 
boy, he looked at me and said: ‘Mamma, you 
always told me that the Lord would care for 
me. Will He look after me now?’ I saw him 
drift away wjth his loving face turned to­ 
ward me, and with a prayer on my lips for 
his deliverance he passed from sight forever. 
The next momeut the roof crashed in and I 
floated outside to be rescued 15 hours later 
from the roof of a house in Kernville ” 
Battery B, of Pitlslmrg, arrived in this 
City this morning, hut was sent home im 
mediately by General Hastings, who stated 
afterwards that the sending down of soldiers 
was like waving a red flag and it would only 
tend to create trouble. Everything was quiet 
here, and it was an insult to the citizens of 
Johnstown to send soldiers here at present. 
The Washington Infantry came in over the 
Baltimore <& Ohio railroad and when Captain 
Shannon reported to Adjutant-General Hast 
ingB that gentleman said there was no need 
for soldiers’ aid. If any were needed he 
would ordef out the State Guards. He had 
nothing todo with independent organizations 
A train of five cars came in from Cumber­ 
land, Md., this morning loaded with provis 
ions and 30 men to help clear up the debris. 
About 60 coffins containing bodies of un 
known people are piled up on the platform 
at the general undertaking rooms. Up till to­ 
day General Hastings bad his undertakers on 
the east side of the River, but this morning 
he came over to the burning debris followed 
by about 125 men carrying coffins. He started 
to work immediately and has ordered men 
from Philadelphia, Harrisburg and other 
eastern towns to 
do laboring work. The 
stealing by Hungarians at Cambria City and 
points along the railroad has almost ceased 
The report of several lynchings and the 
drowning of two Italians while being pur­ 
sued by citizens yesterday put a damper on 
pilfering for a time. While Deputy Sheriff 
Rose was patrolling the River hank yesterday 
he found two Hungarians attempting to rob 
bodies, and at once gave chase. He found 
two taking to the woods, and pulled out 
pistol and shot twice, wounding both men 
badly. 
It has been necessary to establish the head 
quarters of the Associated Press in a building 
which is being used as one of the morgues, 
and its telegraph operators are sending the 
news to the world while surrounded by the 
bodies of the dead. 
The Sheriff has taken charge of Johns 
town and armed men are this morning pa 
trolling the Citv. The people who have 
property in the limits are permitted to enter 
the City, if they are known, but otherwise it 
is impossible to get into the town. This 
, regulation seems harsh but it is a necessity 
The Relief Committee from Ohio are pitch 
ing their tents on the hillside. They have 
900 tents and they are being utilized as fast 
as erected. For the first time since the 
flood men have been put to work on the debris 
at the bridge, and are bunting for 
the bodies that have not been burned beyond 
recognition. This morning a man, woman 
and.cildhjwere taken from the ruins. The 


child was clasped in the arms of the woman, 
and the trio were evidently husband, wife 
and child. It is a most distressing sight to 
see the relatives of people who are supposed 
to be lost standing around watching every 
body as it is pulled out.

hey were standing in Bohem’s store on 
Main-street when the flood came. The Hotel 
Holbert has been entirely washed away and 
2 persons perished in tlie wreck. Behind 
the Morrell property lies a locomotive which 
as harried over the bridge and swept up by 
the flood. 
Frank McDonald, a railroad conductor, 
:is at the Pennsylvania depot when the del­ 
uge came. He said: “ When I first saw the 
flood it was 30 feet high and gradually rose 
to 40. Fifteen minutes before the flood came 
Doughty, the Railroad agent, read,me a tele­ 
gram lie had just received saying the South 
"lnit dam had broken. As soon as he heard 
this the people in the station, numbering G00, 
made a rush for a hill. I certainly think I 
suW 1,000 bodies go over the bridge. Tiie 
first house that came do wit struck the bridge 
and at once took tire, andas fast as the others 
ame down they were consumed. I believe 
am safe in siiylng 1 sii«v 1 000 bodies burn, 
have no idea that had the bridge been blown 
up the loss of life would have been any less, 
’hey would have floated u little further with 
the name-certain death. Then, again, it was 
impossible for anyone to have reached the 
bridge to blow it up, for tiie waters came so 
fast no one could have done it. 1 saw 11 to 
18 bodies go over the bridge at the same time.” 
From under the large brick school house 124 
bodies were taken last night and to-day, and in 
every corner and place the bodies arc being 
found and buried as fast as possible. Tho 
necessity for speedy burial is becoming man 
fest, and the stench arising from the bodies 
is sickening A number of bodies have been 
found with hullet-holesin them, shoWittg that 
suicide was resorted to. Up to this morning 
people leaving here who lost whole families 
and parts of families hardly seemed to real­ 
ize what a dreadful calamity had befallen 
them. 
However, this morning, people 
are getting to understand the situation and 
iony is stamped on the faces of every one, 
and it is truly a city of mourning. Ten 
bodies were taken out of the debris at 9:20 
ibis morning. There was nothing to identify 
them, as they* were burned almost to a crisp. 
Three hundred bodies have been discov­ 
ered in tli<‘ sntid at Kernville, near the mouth 
of Sandy Creek. 
A W AHNING HOUSEMAN. 
A nameless Patti Revere lies somewhere 
among the nameless dead. Who he is may 
never be known, but bis ride will be famous 
n local history: Mounted on a nig bay horse 
he came riding down the pike which passes 
through Conemaugh to Johnstown shouting: 
• Run for your lives to the hills,” “ Hun to 
the hills.’’ The people crowded 
out 
of their houses 
along 
the 
thickly 
settled street awe-struck and wondering. 
Nobody knew the man and some believed he 
was a maniac and laughed. At a quick pace 
he rode and shrilly rang out his awful cry. 
In a few moments, however, there came a 
cloud of ruin down the . broad streets, down 
the narrow alleys, grinding, twisting,hurling, 
overturning, crashing, annihilating the weak 
and the strong. It was the charge of the 
flo«d wearing its coronet of ruin and devasta­ 
tion, which grew at every instant of its 
progress. 
From 30 to 40 feet high was this sea and it 
traveled with terrible swiftness. Un and on 
raced the rider and on and on rushed the 
waves. Dozens of people took heed of the 
warning nnd ran up to the hills. Just, as 
the rider turned across the railroad bridge 
the mighty wave fell upon him and horse, 
rider anil bfidae all went out into 
choas 
together. A few feet further 
on Several cars of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad train from Pittsburg were caught 
up and hurled into the cauldron. The dam 
broke in the center at 3 o’clock, Friday after­ 
noon, and at 4 o’clock it was dry. The great 
body oi wtiter passed Out fri one hour. 
Messrs. Park and VanBuren, who nrc build­ 
ing a new drainage system at the lake, tried 
to arrest the disaster by digging a sluice-way 
on one side to ease the pressure on the dam. 
They had about 40 men at work 
and did all they could without avail. 
The water passed over the dam about a foot 
above its top,beginning at about 2:30 o’clock. 
Whatever happened in the way of a cloud­ 
burst took place during the night. There 
had been but little rain up to dark. When 
the workmen awoke in the morning the lake 
was very full and was rising a foot an hour. 
It kept on rising until at 2 o’clock when it 
first begau breaking over the dam and under 
mining 
it.

When the final break came, at 3 o'clock, 
there was a sound like tremendous and con 
tinued peals of thunder. Trees, rocks and 
earth shot up into mid-air in great columns, 
and then the waves started down the ravine 
A farmer who escaped said the water did not 
^como down like a wave, but jumped on his 
’house and beat it to fragments in an instant 
He was safe on the hillside, but his wife 
and two children were killed. At present 
the lake looks like the crater of au ex­ 
tinct volcano or a huge mud-puddle 
with stumps of trees and rocks scattered over 
it. There is a small stream of muddy water 
running through the centre of the lake side 
The dam was 70 feet high and the break is 
about 200 feet wide and there is but a small 
poriton of the dain lett on either side. No 
damage was done to any of the buildings be­ 
longing to the Club. The whole South Fork 
is swept with not a tree standing. There are 
but one or two small streams showing 
here and there in the lake. Many 
of the workmen carried off baskets full of 
fish which , they caught in the mud. The 
rescuing parties who are at work on the mass 


of unburned wreckage in the River above the 
stone bridge are finding bodies and fragments 
of bodies at ttie rale of from 10 to 11 an hour. 
In other parts of the submerged districts 
many bodies 
are being taken out. 
A careful estimate at this time of the 
Ixxiies recovered everywhere puts it at from 
«00 to 800. Three hundred bodies were lay­ 
ing on the sand at Kernville at 3 o'clock this 
afternoon. The sight was one of most dis- 
trosing eYet witnessed. A crowd of 100 are 
gathered around eildcevoring to find the

relatives, 
rherc were no conidS there and the b.xl'“ ~ 
had to be laid on the ground. Five hundred 
coffins are now on the way there and the un­ 
dertakers have sent for 100 additional ones. 
Kernville from now on will be the place 
where most of the bodies 
will be 
found. The water lias fallen so much 
that 
it is possible to get at the 
bodies, but all of them have to be «lug out of 
the sand. It is believed that most of the 
bodies that will be found at Kernville me 
under a large piie of debi ts about an acre in 
length. Tiiis is where most of the 
buildings drifted, and it is natural 
to suppose the bodies floated with them. A 
cold wave has struck the town and the people 
are badly in need of clothing, It is almost 
impossible to get anything to cat. 
LOSS 18,000 TO 15,000.

THE NUMBERLESS DEAD. 


Every fresh account adds to the hoiror of 
the J ohnstown calamity . 
The tirst estimate 
of two hundred dead was the utmost that 
men dared compute. 
This figure carried it 
bey ond the worst preceding flood disaster in 
the United Slates, and there all were fain to 
stop, 
lint as the situation has since been dc 
scribed so small a number of lost would have 
been due to miracles of divine mercy . 
The 
city that has been swept away contained 
80.000 people, instead of from 1,000 to 5,000 
as first estimated. 
The valley is narrow and 
deep and filled with factories, closely around 
which, as is their custom, the working peo­ 
ple had built their homes, chiefly within the 
reach of the raging waters. 
Stores, offices 
and places of business were all down in the 
valley , and through it also the great rail 
roads 
ran 
and 
had 
their 
depots. 
There 
were 
smaller 
towns 
further 
down, 
and 
these 
also 
became 
the 
prey of the torrent, 4he perpendicular depth 
of which was twenty feet above the ordinary 
stream. 
When the rushing tide struck great 
buildings it not only crushed them as if they 
had been smitten by a mountain avalanche, 
but it ploughed up their very foundations and 
left the ground w here they stood without sign 
or trace of former occupation. Frame dwell­ 
ings by the hundred were gathered into one 
great mass and rested against a bridge further 
down, and there with their clinging freight of 
humanity were set on fire, and even iu this 
awful manner hundreds and possibly thou­ 
sands perished who believed themselves to be 
above the reach of the waters. 
It is not 
strange, therefore that the estimate of the 
dead went up in one day to G,0()0, and in an­ 
other day to 10,000. 
They arc numberless 
and can never be counted. 
They have been 
blotted 
out as 
though they had 
never 
been, 
and 
their 
crushed 
remains 
have 
been 
borne 
far 
down 
the 
awful "current, to be 
buried deeply be­ 
neath the ruins and the silt, or swept out into 
the wide rivers below. 
And the great ma­ 
jority of these have left nobody behind to 
tell of their fate. 
Not only are their families 
all gone, but their neighbors, those who 
knew them, are dead also, 
in an industrial 
town like .J ohnstown are many people who 
have few or no acquaintances. 
It is a shift­ 
ing population, many changing quickly from 
town to town, and others who are recent im­ 
migrants 
from 
foreign countries. 
In the 
great mass of the dead they will never be 
identified, and out of the greater mass of 
surviving 
humanity 
they can never be 
missed. 
It is impossible for one not on the spot to 
take in the magnitude and the appalling na­ 
ture of this great 
calamity . 
The death 
record is equal to that of some of the great­ 
est battles of the late war. 
But after these 
battles our armies could gather up and count 
and name their dead, bury them tenderly , 
and 
those 
who 
mourned 
them 
at 
home 
found 
solace 
in 
their 
hero­ 
ism and the reflection that the cause was 
worth the sacrifice. 
At J ohnstown the great 
funeral procession will move on for weeks, 
and those who should have been mourners 
will follow in hearses, their eves too closed 
forever. 
Week after week and month after 
month the river will continue to give up its 
nameless and half-buried dead. 
And after 
life’s fitful fever we shall know that they sleep 
well, for the great cemetery that is to receive 
them has been laid on the mountain side, 
above the reach of Pennsy lvania’s rivers, 
even if all were poured int* one. 
Fearful destitution is reported at J ohns­ 
town, for the people are not all dead, and the 
rescued, bereft of home and all the neces­ 
saries of life, arc in danger of perishing. 
Gov. Hill has promptly issued a proclamation 
calling upon the great slate of New York 
to contribute of its wealth to comfort the suf­ 
fering and aid in restoring the prosperity of 
the desolated towns. 
They arc temporarily 
blotted out, but they must grow again, and 
in their first attempts to rise they will need 
much assistance. 
The present is not the time 
to speculate upon the causes of the calamity 
or censure the carelessness that caused it, 
whether of those who owned the great reser­ 
voir above the city or those who lived below 
it. 
Thorough investigation under official au­ 
thority will be able to locate the responsibil­ 
ity in due time. 
Public duty can find enough 
to engage its efforts in gathering up the dead, 
ministering to the living, and wiping out the 
awful desolation that has come upon one of 
the happiest and most prosperous valley s of 
Pennsy lvania. 


TWO NEGATIVES DESTR OY ONE ANOTHER. 


A few day s ago the ¡Sy racuse Standard 
copied the following from the 
Wine and 
S pirit Gazette, and endorsed it by putting 
over it the heading, “ An Undeniable Fact:” 


No well-informed man will at this time seriously 
deny that Harrison does not owe his election to the 
most shameless and corrupt use of money . 


Thereupon the Troy Press uttered au ejac­ 
ulation of delighted surprise, and declared 
that “ it is unusual for a party journal to ad­ 
minister such a rebuke to corruption within 
its own ranks.” 
And it calls upon other Re­ 
publican journals to copy the Standard's 
virtuous ex ample. 
W e think the joke is on the 
Press. 
Its 
editor has forgotten the old rule in his school 
grammar that “ two negatives destroy one 
another and are equivalent to an affirmative.” 
Here are two negatives: “ No well informed 
man will deny that Harrison does ndt owe 
his election,” etc. 
The second negative may 
have been unintended in the Gazette, but the 
Standard saw the point and used it for all it 
was worth. 
The Press did not see it, and 
heuce put itself in a position to lie laughed 
at. 


NO PENALTIES IN THE CONSTITUTION. 


Now here is the Rochester 
Union and Ad­ 
vertiser rising iu great majesty to inform the 
people that the proposed prohibition amend­ 
ment to the constitution is a fraud because it 
does not provide penalties for the violation of 
the provision. 
We quote in part: 
The Republican amendment proposes, not that 
the manufacture shall be made a crime, but that the 
manufaeture for sale, or the selling or keeping for 
sale as a beverage, shall not be carried on by any 
person ! And it does not make the manufacture for 
sale, or the selling or keeping for sale as a beverage, 
a crime, or even require the Legislature to make 
and treat either as a crime, but simply say s the Leg­ 
islature shill by law prescribe regulations for the 
enforcement of the article and provide penalties for 
its violation t 
W hew! 
But does the constitution provide 
penalties for murder, for burglary , for forg ­ 
ery , or any other act which is recognized as 
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n crime by common law? Read the constitu­ 
tion and sec. 
There is really no occasion for 
Liking all the crimtnnl laws of the state into 
the constitution. 
The Legislature must pre­ 
scribe the penalties as it docs in every other 
case of violating the law, and here is its 
authority in the first section of the proposed 
amendment : 


Section 1. No person shall manufacture for sale, 
or sell or keep for sale, as a beverage, any intoxi­ 
cating liquors, whether brewed, fermented or dis­ 
tilled. The Legislature sliall by law prescribe reg­ 
ulations for the enforcement of this article, and 
shall provide suitable penalties for its violation. 


The Union is afraid that if the amendment 
is adopted the Legislature will fail to provide 
for its enforcement. 
But the same people 
whose votes are to adopt the amendmcut if 
it is adopted, will have the election of mem 
hers of the Legislature. 
They will see to it 
that laws are made to set tlic amendment in 
operation. 
The 
Union's outcry 
suggests 
that it is scared. 
There is indeed danger, for 
if the Governor keeps on vetoing high license 
bills the people will vote for prohibition as 
the nex t best thing. 
And if the amendment 
is adopted just as it stands, our Democratic 
friends will get all the prohibition they want 
Wait and see. 


T H E GH OU LS AT WORK. 


Ly ncli Law for T hose W ho I'lunderocl the 
Dead. 
[Johnstown Correspondence N. Y. Tribune.l 
Last night a party of thirteen Hungarians 
were noticed stealthily picking their way 
along the banks of the Oonemaugh toward 
Sang Hollow. 
Suspicious of their purpose, 
several farmers armed themselves and started 
in pursuit. 
Soon their horrible fears were 
realized. 
The Hungarians were out 
for 
plunder. 
Ly ing upou the shore they came 
upon the dead and mangled body of a woman, 
upon whose person there were a number of 
trinkets of jewelry and two diamond rings. 
In their eagerness to secure the plunder the 
Hungarians got into a squabble, during 
which one of the number severed the finger 
upon which were the rings and started on a 
run with his fearful prize. 
The revolting 
nature of the deed so wrought upon the pur­ 
suing farmers, who by this time were close at 
hand, that they gave immediate chase. Some 
of the Hungarians showed tight, hut, being 
outnumbered, were compelled to flee for 
their lives. 
Nine of the brutes escaped, but 
four were literally driven into the surging 
river to their death. 
The thief who took the 
rings was among the number of the involun­ 
tary suicides. 
At 8:30 o’clock this morning an old rail­ 
roader, who had walked from Sang Hollow, 
stepped up to a number of men who were on 
the platform station at Curranville, and said: 
“ Gentlemen, had I a shotgun with me half 
an hour ago, I would now he a murderer, y et 
with no fear of ever having to suffer for my 
crime. 
Two miles lielow here 1 watched 
three men going along the banks, stealing the 
jewels from the bodies of the dead wives and 
daughters of men who have been robbed of 
all they hold dear on earth.” 
He had no sooner finished the last sentence 
than five burly men, with looks of terrible 
determination written on their faces, were on 
their way to the scene of plunder, one with a 
coil of rope over his shoulder and another 
with a revolver in his hand. 
In twenty 
minutes, so it is stated, they had overtaken 
two of their victims, who were then in the 
act of cutting pieces from the cars and fing­ 
ers from the hands of the bodies of two dead 
women. 
With revolver 
levelled at the 
scoundrels, the leader of the posse shouted : 
“ Throw up y our hands or I'll blow y our 
heads off.” 
W ith blanched faces and trembling forms, 
they obey ed the order and begged for mercy . 
They were searched, and, as their pockets 
were emptied of their ghastly finds, the in­ 
dignation of the crowd intensified, and when 
a bloody finger of an infant encircled with 
two tiny gold rings was found among the 
plunder in the leader’s pocket, a try went up. 
“ Ly nch them! Ly nch them !” Without a 
moment’s delay ropes were thrown around 
their necks and they were dangling to the 
limbs of a tree, in tlie branches of which an 
hour before were entangled the bodies of a 
dead father and son. 
After half an hour the 
ropes were cut and the bodies lowered and 
carried to a pile of rocks in the forest on the 
hill above. 
It is hinted that an Allegheny 
county official was one of the most prominent 
in this justifiable homicide. 
One miserable wretch who was caught in 
the act of mutilating a body was chased by a 
crowd of citizens, and when captured was 
promptly strung up to a telegraph pole. 
A 
company of officers rescued him before he 
was dead, much to the disgust of many re­ 
putable people, whose feeliugs had been out­ 
raged by the treatment of their deceased re­ 
lations. 
¡Shortly after midnight an attempt 
was made to rob the First National Bank, 
which, w ith the ex ception of the vaults, had 
been destroy ed. 
The plunderers were dis­ 
covered by the citizens’ patrol, which had 
been established during the night, and a 
lively chase ensued. A number of the thieves 
—six , it is said—were shot. 
It is not known 
whether they were killed or not, as their 
Ix x lies would have been washed awav almost 
immediately if such had been the case. 


PICTURES OF T H E FLOOD. 


A s S e e n F r o m t he H a l t e d T r a l i m - O ne w ho 
S a w t he B r e a k . 
[From letters to the New York Sun.] 
A number of travelers from the West wdio 
found the 
Pennsy lvania 
Railroad 
line 
blocked, and turned back at Pittsburg or at 
points up the Conemaugh valley , got here by 
New York Centra! trains y esterday at noon 
and at 8:50 p . m . 
One of these passengers, 
Mr. F. C. Garrison, a commercial traveler, 
of this city , got as far up the valley as Lu- 
trobe, twelve miles below J ohnstown. 
“ Our train passed through Pittsburg on 
Friday night.” he said to a Sun reporter, 
“ and got as far as Latrobe on Saturday morn­ 
ing. 
Here we were stopped by the flood. 
We were right beside the stream. 
The scene 
was an awful 
one. 
The 
river, which 
is 
usually 
about 
as 
wide 
as 
Broad­ 
way , 
was 
only 
three 
times 
as 
wide, 
hut it was twenty feet above its usual 
level, the valley was so narrow there. 
It 
rushed down the valley , breaking here and 
there into great waves and swirling eddies. 
It reminded me of Hell Gate when the tide is 
in. 
There was wreckage all along the tor 
rent as far as we could see. 
Parts of houses 
and hams were rushed into great shifting 
rafts with trees and logs, and every little way 
the dead body of some unfortunate. 
Every ­ 
thing that is associated with home or farm 
life was in the stream. 
There were dead an­ 
imals by the hundred, pigs, cows, sheep, 
horses, and dogs with their kennels. 
As the 
wreckage went down the winding valley it 
was driven from one shore to the other. 
It 
was only at the sharp bends that there was 
any chance for help. 
N o boat could live in 
the flood. 
The banks were lined for miles 
with persons anx ious to help, but unable to 
do any thing. 
“ The most heartrending sight was to see 
little children go by dead among the pieces 
of their wrecked homes. 
There were men 
and women, too, but how-many 1 saw I can­ 
not tell. 
After the sight of the first'few 
corpses a horror overcame us, and we im­ 
agined a body in every white object that was 
thrown into sight by the heaving currents. 
“ Our train 
returned to 
Pittsburg 
by 
noon. 
The scene was the same all along the 
river, and we followed it for miles. The first 
of the wreckage reached Pittsburg at about 
the same time we got there. 
Standing on a 
bridge there, I saw the corpse of a woman 
carried by . 
It was caught amid a mass of 
troes aBd broken stuff that was packed 
together like a raft. 
Her long hair was un­ 
done, and spread in a tangle over the wreck­ 
age. 
She was entirely naked.’ 
Mr. Crouse, proprietor of the South Fork 
Fishing Club Hotel, came to J ohnstown this 
afternoon. 
He say s that when the dam of 
Conemuugh Lake broke the water seemed to 
leap, hardly touching the ground. It bounded 
down the vallev, crashing and roaring, carry ­ 
ing every thing before it. For a mile its front 
seemed like a solid wall twenty feet high. The 
warning given the stricken city was sent from 
South Fork Tillage by Freight Agent De­ 
chert. 
When the great wall that held the 
body of water began to crumble at the top, 
he sent a message begging the people of 
J ohnstown for God’s sake to take to the hills. 


He reports no serious accidents at South 
Fork. 
Richard Davis ran to Prospect Hill 
when the water began to rise. 
As to Mr. 
Dechert’s warning, he say s just such mes­ 
sages have been sent down at each flood since 
the lake was made. 
The warning so often 
proved unnecessary that little attention was 
paid to it this time. 
“ I cannot dcscrilie the mad rush,” he said. 
i t first it looked like dust. That must have 
teen the spray . 
I could see houses going 
down before it like a child's play blocks set 
on edge in a row. 
As it came nearer I could 
see houses totter for a moment, then rise, and 
the nex t moment be crushed like egg shells 
against each other.”

outside, to be rescued fifteen hours later from 
the roof of a house in Kernville. 
If I could 
only find one of my darlings I could how to 
the will of God, but they are all gone.

Every fresh account adds to the horror of 
the Johnstow n calamity. 
The first estimate 
of two hundred dead was the utmost that 
men dares! compute. 
This figure carried it 
U-yond tile worst preceding flood disaster in 
the United Slates, and there all were fain to 
stop. 
Hut as the situation has siucc been de­ 
scribed so small a num ber of lost would have 
Ixvn due to miracles of divine mercy. 
The 
city that has been swept away contained 
90,000 people, instead of from 1,000 to 5,000 
as lirst estimated. 
Tile valley is narrow and 
deep mid filled with factories, closely around 
which, as is their custom, the working peo­ 
ple had built their homes, chiefly within the 
reach of the raging waters. 
Stores, offices 
and places of business were all down in the 
valley, and through it also the great rail 
roads 
ran 
and 
had 
their 
debits. 
There 
were 
smaller 
towns 
further 
down, 
and 
these 
also

prey of the torrent, <he |ierpendicular depth 
of which was twenty feet above the ordinary 
stream . 
W hen the rushing tide struck great 
buildings it not only crushed them as if they 
had liven smitten by a m ountain avalanche, 
but it ploughed up their very foundations and 
left the ground w here they stood w ithout sign 
or trace of form er occupation. Fram e dw ell­ 
ings by the hundred were gathered into one 
great mass and rested against a bridge further 
down, and there with their clinging freight of 
hum anity were set on fire, and even in this 
awful m anner hundreds and possibly th o u ­ 
sands perished who lielievcd themselves to tie 
above the reach of the waters. 
It is not 
strange, therefore that the estim ate of the 
dead went up in one day to G.DO0, and in an­ 
other day to IO,(KH). 
They arc numberless 
and can never be counted. 
They have tieen 
blotted 
out as 
though they had 
never 
been. 
and 
their 
crushed 
remains 
have 
been 
borne 
far 
down 
the 
awful ‘current, to be 
buried deeply 1k*- 
nealh the ruins and the silt, or swept out into 
the wide rivers Indow. 
And the great m a­ 
jority of these have left nobody behind to 
tell of their fate. 
N ot only are their families 
all gone, but their neighbors, those who 
knew them, are dead also. 
In an industrial 
town like Johnstow n are many people who 
have few or no acquaintances. 
It is a shift 
ing population, many changing quickly from 
town to town, and others who nre recent im ­ 
m igrants 
from 
foreign countries. 
In the 
great mass of the dead they w ill never lie 
identified, and out of the greater mass of 
surviving 
hum anity 
they can never be 
missed. 
It is impossible for one not on the spot to 
take in Hie m agnitude and the appalling na 
lure of this great 
calam ity. 
The death 
record is equal to that of some of tile great­ 
est battles of the late war. 
Hut after these 
battles our armies could gather up and count 
and name their dead, bury them tenderly, 
and 
those 
who 
m ourned 
them 
ut 
home 
found 
solace 
in 
their 
hero­ 
ism and Hie reflection that the cause was 
worth the sacrifice. 
At Johnstow n Hie great 
funeral procession will move on for weeks, 
and those who should have lu*cn m ourners 
will follow in hearses, their eyes too closed 
forever. 
Week after week ami month after 
m onth the river will continue to give up its 
nameless and half buried dead. 
And after 
life’s fitful fever we shall know that they sleep 
well, for tile great cemetery that is to receive 
them has been laid on the m ountain side, 
alaive the reach of Pennsylvania's rivers, 
even if all were poured int* one. 
Fearful destitution is reported at Johns­ 
town. for the |Ksiplc are not alldcud, and the 
rescued, bereft of home and all the neces­ 
saries of life, are in danger of perishing. 
Gov. Hill has prom ptly issued a proclam ation 
calling upon the great slate of New York 
to contribute of its wealth to com fort the auf 
fering and aid in restoring the pros|»crity of 
the desolated towns. 
They are tem porarily 
blotted out, but they must grow again, and 
in their first attem pts to rise they will need 
much assistance. 
The present is not the time 
to spec ulate upon the causes of the calam ity 
or censure the carelessness that caused it 
w hether of those w ho owucd the great reser 
voir above the city or those w ho lived below 
it. 
Thorough investigation underofficial au 
thority will be able to locate the responsibil 
ily in due time. 
Public duty can find enough 
to engage its efforts in gathering up the dead 
m inistering to the living, and wiping out the 
awful desolation that has come upon one of 
the happiest and most prosperous valleys of 
Pennsylvania. 


TWO NEGA TIV ES DESTRO Y ONE ANOTHER 


A few days ago the Syracuse Standard 
copied the following from the Wine and 
Spirit Gazette, and endorsed it by putting 
over it the heading, “ An Undeniable F act:” 


No well-informed man will at this tim e nerinuidy 
deny th at H arrison doe* not owe his election to the 
in oat sham eless and corru p t use of money. 


Thereupon the Troy Pre** uttered aa ejac 
ulation of delighted surprise, ami declared 
that “ it is unusual for a party journal to ad ­ 
m inister such a rebuke to corruption within 
its own ranks." 
And it calls upon other lit 
publican journals to copy the Standard'* 
virtuous example. 
W e think the joke is on the Pre**. 
Its 
editor has forgotten the old rule in his school 
gram m ar that “ two negatives destroy one 
another and are equivalent toun affirm ative.” 
Here are two negatives: “ No well informed 
man will deny that Harrison does not owe 
his election," etc. 
The second negative may 
have been unintended in the Gazette, but the 
Standard saw the point and used it fur all it 
was w orth. 
The Pre** did not see It, and 
hence put itself in a position to he laughed 
at. 


NO PENALTIES IN TH E CONSTITUTION. 


Now here is the Hoc lies Ut Union and Ad- 
Ttrtitcr rising in great m ajesty to inform the 
people that the proposed prohibition a m e n d ­ 
m ent to the constitution is a fraud because it 
does not provide penalties for the violation of 
the provision. 
We quote in p art: 


The Republican am endm ent propones, not th at 
the m an u factu re shoji be m ade a crim e, but th a t the 
m anufacture fo r sole, or the selling or krepiug for 
sale aa a beverage, shall not be carried on by any 
person I And it does not m ake th e m anufacture for 
sale, or the selling or keeping for sale ss a beverage, 
a crim e, o r even require th e Legislature to m ake 
and lr tau eith er os a crim p, but sim ply says the Leg 
M atu re absit by law prescribe regulations for the 
enforcem ent of tb s article and provide penalties for 
Its violation I 
W hew ! 
B ut does the constitution provide 
penalties for m urder, for burglary, for forg­ 
ery, o r any oilier act wbicli is recognized as 


a crime by common law? Head the constitu­ 
tion and soc. 
There is really no occasion for 
taking all the criminal laws of tile state into 
Hic constitution. 
Tile Legislature must pre 
scril*c the penalties as it docs in every o th ir 
case of violating the law, and here is its 
authority in the first section of the proposed 
am endm ent: 


Section I. N operson shall m anufacture for sale, 
or sell or keep for sale. as a beverage, any Intoxi­ 
cating liquors, w hether brewed, ferm ented or dis­ 
tilled. 
The Legislature stuill by law prescribe reg­ 
ulations for the enforcem ent of this article, and 
shall provide suitable penalties for its violation. 


The Union is afraid that if the am endm ent 
is adopted the Legislature will fail to provide 
for its enforcem ent. 
Hut the same j>oop1e 
whose votes arc to adopt the amendment if 
it is adopted, will have the election of mem 
liers of the Legislature. 
They w ill sec to it 
that laws arc made to set the am endm ent in 
operation. 
Tile 
Union'* outcry 
suggests 
that it is scared. 
There is indeed danger, for 
if the Governor keeps on vetoing high license 
bills the people will vote for prohibition as 
the next la st thing. 
And if the am endm ent 
is adopted just as it stands, our Democratic 
friends will get all the prohibition they want 
W ait and see. 


THE GHOULS AT WORK. 


L y n c h L aw fu r T h o se W h o r iu n d e r o it th e 
D e a d . 
[Johnstow n Correspondence N. Y. Tribune.] 
Last night a party of thirteen H ungarians 
were noticed stealthily picking their way 
along the banks of the Conemaugh toward 
Sang Hollow. 
Suspicious of their purpose, 
several farm ers arm ed themselves anti started 
in pursuit. 
Soon their horrible fears were 
realized. 
The H ungarians were out 
for 
plunder. 
Lying upon the shore they came 
upon Hie dead and mangled body of a woman. 
u|*on whose person there were a num ber of 
trinkets of jew elry and two diamond rings. 
In their eagerness to secure the plunder the 
Hungarians got into a squabble, during 
which one of the nu miler severed th*? finger 
upon which were the rings and started on a 
run with Ids fearful prize. 
The revolting 
nature of tile deed st) wrought upon Hie pur­ 
suing farmers, w ho by this time were close at 
hand, that tin y pave immediate chase. Some 
of the Hungarians showed fight, but, being 
outnumlKTcd, were compelled to flee for 
their lives. 
Nine of the bruits escaped, but 
four were literally driven into the surging 
river to tiieir death. 
The thief who took the 
rings was am ong the numlier of the involun­ 
tary suicides. 
At 8:30 o’clock this m orning an old rail­ 
roader, who had walked from Sang Hollow, 
stepped up to a num lier of men who were on 
the platform station at Curranville. and said: 
“ Gentlemen, had I a shotgun with me half 
an hour ago, I w ould now Ik; a m urderer, yet 
w ith no fear of ever having to suffer for my 
crime. 
Two miles Indow here I watched 
three men going along the bunks, stealing the 
jewels from the Unlit* of the tit ail wives and 
daughters of men who have been robbed of 
all they hold dear on earth." 
He Iud no sooner finished the last sentence 
than five twirly men, with looks of terrible 
determ ination w ritten on their faces, were on 
their way to the scone of plunder, one with a 
coil of rope over his shoulder and another 
with a revolver iii Ins hand. 
In twenty 
minutes, so it is stated, they had overtaken 
two of their victims, w ho were then in the 
act of cutting pieces from the ears and flog 


cts from the hands of the bodies of two dead 
women. 
W ith revolver 
levelled at the 
scoundrels, the leader of the [losscshouted: 
“ Throw up your hands or I II blow your 
heads off.” 
W ith blanched face* and trem bling forms, 
they obeyed the order and begged for mercy. 
T in y were searched, and, as their (lockets 
were emptied of their ghastly finds, the in­ 
dignation of the crowd intensified, and w lieu 
a bloody finger of an infant encircled with 
two tiny gold rings was found among the 
plunder in the leader’s pocket,a try went up. 
“ Lynch them! Lynch them !” W ithout a 
m om ent’s delay rope* were throw n around 
their necks and they were dangling to the 
limbs of a tree, in the branches of which an 
hour before were entangled tile Unties of a 
dead father and son. 
A fter half an hour the 
ro|x*x were cut and the lindies lowered and 
carried lo a pile of rocks in the forest ou the 
bill uUive. 
It is hinted that ail Allegheny 
county official was one of the most prominent 
in this justifiable homicide. 
One miserable wretch who was caught in 
tile act of m utilating a Im cly was chased by a 
crowd of citizens, aud when captured was 
prom ptly strung up to a telegraph | m>1c. 
A 
company of officers rescued him beton* he 
was dead, m uch to the disgust of many re 
putable people, whose feelings had been out 
raged by the treatm ent of their deceased re­ 
lations. 
Shortly after m idnight an attem pt 
was made to rot) the First National Hank, 
which, with the exception of the vaults, had 
I wen destroyed 
The plunderers were dis­ 
covered by the citizens’ patrol, which bud 
U-cn established during the night, and a 
lively chose endued. A num lier of the thieves 
—six, it is said—were shot. 
It is not known 
whether they were killed or not, us their 
bodies would have U rn washed away almost 
immediately if such had been the case.

A numlier of travelers from the West who 
found tile 
Pennsylvania 
Hail road 
line 
blocked, und turned hark tit Pittsburg or at 
(loints up Hic Conemaugh valley, got here by 
New York Centra! trains yesterday at noon 
and at 8:.*>U I*, m . 
One of these passengers 
Mr. F. C. Garrison, a commercial traveler 
of this city, got as far up the valley its Lu 
trohc. twelve miles below Johnstow n. 
“ Our train passed through Pittsburg on 
Friday night.” be saiil to a Sun reporter, 
“ and got as far a* Ixitrobe on Saturday morn 
ing. 
Here we were stopped by tile flood. 
We were right beside the stream. 
The scene 
was an nwful 
one. 
The 
river, which 
is 
usually 
about 
as 
wide 
as 
Broad 
way. 
was 
only 
three 
Hines 
as 
wide 
but it was twenty feet above its usual 
level, the valley was so narrow there. 
It 
rustled down tile valley, breaking here and 
there into great waves and swirling eddies. 
It reminded me of Hell Gate when the tide is 
in. 
There was wreckage all along the tor­ 
rent as far as we could see. 
Parts of houses 
aud barns were rushed into great shifting 
rafts with trees and logs, and every little way 
the dead body of rome unfortunate. 
Every­ 
thing that is associated w ith home or farm 
life was in Hie stream. 
There were dead an­ 
imals by the hundred, pigs, cows, sheep, 
horses, and dogs with their kennels. 
As the 
wreckage went down the winding va’.lty it 
wa* driven from one shore to the other. 
It 
was only at the sharp bends that there was 
any chance for help. 
N o boat could live in 
Hie flood. 
The hanks were lined for miles 
with persons anxious to help, but unable to 
do anything. 
“ The most heartrending sight was to see 
little children go by dead umong the pieces 
of their wrecked homes. 
There were men 
and women, too, but how-many I saw I can­ 
not tell. 
A fter the sight of the first-few 
cor pacs a horror overcame us, and we im 
ag!Bed a body in every white object that was 
thrown into sight by the heaving currents. 
“ Our train 
returned to 
Pittsburg 
by 
noon. 
The scene was the same all along the 
river, and we followed it for miles. The first 
of Hie wreckage reached Pittsburg at aliout 
the same time we got there. 
Standing on a 
bridge there, I saw the corpse of a woman 
carried bv. 
It was caught amid a man# of 
trots ami broken stuff that was packed 
together like a raft. 
H er long buir wus un­ 
done, aud spread in a tangle over the w reck­ 
age. 
She was entirely naked.’ 
Mr. Crouse, proprietor of the South Fork 
Fishing Club Hotel, came to Johnstow n this 
afternoon. 
He says that when the dam of 
Conemaugh Lake broke the water seemed to 
leap, hardly touching the ground. It bounded 
down the valley, crashing aud roaring, carry­ 
ing everything liefore it. For a mile its front 
seemed like a solid wall twenty feet high. The 
w arning given the stricken city was seut from 
South Fork village by Freight Agent De­ 
chert. 
W hen the great wall that beld the 
body of w ater began to crum ble at the top, 
be sent a message begging the people of 
Johnstow n for God’s sake to take to the bills. 


Ile reports no serious accidents at South 
Fork. 
Richard Davis ran to Prospect Hill 
when the water began to rise. 
As to Mr. 
Dechert’s warning, he says just such mes­ 
sages have lieen sent down at each flood since 
the lake was mudc. 
Tile w arning so often 
proved unnecessary that little attention was 
paid to it this time. 
“ I cannot descrilx* the mad rush,” he said. 
“ At first it balked like dust. T hat must have 
jx.cn the spray. 
I could set* houses going 
down before it like a child's play blocks set 
on edge in a row. 
As it came nearer I could 
sec houses totter for a moment, then rise, and 
the next moment lo* crushed like egg shells 
against each other.”

THE NUMBERLESS DEAD. 


Every fresh account adds to the horror of 
the Johnstown calamity. 
The first estimate 
of two hundred dead was the utmost that 
men dared compute. 
This figure carried it 
beyond the worst preceding flood disaster in 
the United States, and there all were fain to 
stop. 
Hut as the situation has since been de­ 
scribed so small a number of lost would have 
been due to miracles of divine mercy. 
The 
city that has been swept awny contained 
30,000 people, instead of from 1,000 to 5,000 
as first estimated. 
The valley is narrow and 
deep and filled with factories, closely around 
which, as is their custom, the working peo­ 
ple had built their homes, chiefly within the 
reach of the raging waters. 
Stores, offices 
and places of business were all down in the 
valley, and through it also the great rail 
roads 
ran 
and 
had 
their 
depots. 
There 
were 
smaller 
towns 
further 
down, 
and 
these 
also 
became 
the 
prey of the torrent, 4he perpendicular depth 
of which was twenty feet above the ordinary 
stream. 
When the rushing tide struck great 
buildings it not only crushed them as if they 
had been smitten by a mountain avalanche, 
but it ploughed up their very foundations and 
left the ground where they stood without sign 
or trace of former occupation. Frame dwell­ 
ings by the huudred were gathered into one 
great mass and rested against a bridge further 
down, and there with theirelinging freight of 
humanity were set on fire, and even in this 
awful manner hundreds and possibly thou 
sands perished who believed themselves to be 
above the reach of the waters. 
It is not 
strange, therefore that the estimate of the 
dead went up in one day to 0,000, and in an 
other day to 10,000. 
They are numberless 
and can never be counted. 
They have been 
blotted 
out as 
though they had 
never 
been, 
and 
their 
crushed 
remains 
have 
been 
borne 
far 
down 
the 
awful ^current, to be buried deeply be­ 
neath the ruins and the silt, or swept out into 
the wide rivers below. 
And the great ma­ 
jority of these have left nobody behind to 
tell of their fate. 
Not only are their families 
all gone, but their neighbors, those who 
knew them, are dead also. 
In an industrial 
town like Johnstown are many people who 
have few or no acquaintances. 
It is a shift­ 
ing population, many changing quickly from 
town to town, and others who arc recent im­ 
migrants 
from 
foreign countries. 
In the 
great mass of the dead they will never be 
identified, and out of the greater mass of 
surviving 
humanity 
they can never be 
missed. 
It is impossible for one not on the spot to 
take in the magnitude and the appalling na 
ture of this great 
calamity. 
The death 
record is equal to that of some of the great­ 
est battles of the late war. 
But after these 
battles our armies could gather up and count 
and name their dead, bury them tenderly 
and 
those 
who 
mourned 
them 
at 
home 
found 
solace 
in 
their 
hero 
ism and the reflection that the cause was 
worth the sacrifice. 
At Johnstown the great 
funeral procession will move on for weeks, 
and those who should have been mourners 
will follow in hearses, their eves too closed 
forever. 
Week after week and month after 
month the river will continue to give up its 
nameless and half-buried dead. 
And after 
life’s fitful fever we shall know that they sleep 
well, for the great cemetery that is to receive 
them has l>een laid on the mountain side, 
above the reach of Pennsylvania’s rivers, 
even if all were poured inta one. 
Fearful destitution is reported at Johns 
town, for the people are not all dead, and the 
rescued, bereft of borne and all the nuces 
sarics of life, arc in danger of perishing. 
Gov. Hill has promptly issued a proclamation 
calling upon the great state of New York 
to contribute of its wealth to comfort the suf­ 
fering and aid in restoring the prosperity of 
the desolated towns. 
They are temporarily 
blotted out, but they must grow again, and 
in their first attempts to rise they will need 
much assistance. 
The present is not the time 
to speculate upon the causes of the calamity 
or censure the carelessness that caused it 
whether of those who owned the great reser­ 
voir above the city or those who lived below 
it. 
Thorough investigation under official au­ 
thority will be able to locate the rcsponsibil 
ity in due time. 
Public duty cau find enough 
to engage its efforts in gathering up the dead, 
ministering to the living, and wiping out the 
awful desolation that has come upon one of 
the happiest and most prosperous valleys of 
Pennsylvania. 


Read the constitu­ 
tion and sec. 
There is really no occasion for 
taking all the criminal laws of the state into 
the constitution. 
The Legislature must pre­ 
scribe the penalties as it does in every other 
case of violating the law, and here is its 
authority in the first section of the proposed 
amendment: 


Section 1. No person shall m anufacture for sale, 
or sell or keep for sale, as a beverage, any intoxi­ 
cating liquors, w hether brewed, ferm ented or dis­ 
tilled. The Legislature shall by law prescribe reg­ 
ulations for the enforcem ent of this article, and 
shall provide suitable penalties for its violation. 
The Union is afraid that if the amendment 
is adopted the Legislature will fail to provide 
for its enforcement. 
But the same people 
whose votes are to adopt the amendment if 
it is adopted, will have the election of mem 
hers of the Legislature. 
They w ill see to it 
that laws are made to set the amendment in 
operation. 
The 
Union's outcry 
suggests 
that it is scared. 
There is indeed danger, for 
if the Governor keeps on vetoing high license 
bills the people will vote for prohibition as 
the next best thing. 
And if the amendment 
is adopted just as it stands, our Democratic 
friends will get all the prohibition they want 
Wait and see.

Last night a party of thirteen Hungarians 
were noticed stealthily picking their way 
along the banks of the Conemaugh toward 
Sang Hollow. 
Suspicious of their purpose, 
several farmers armed themselves and started 
in pursuit. 
Soon their horrible fears were 
realized. 
The Hungarians were out 
for 
plunder. 
Lying upou the shore they came 
upon the dead and mangled body of a woman 
upon whose person there were a number of 
trinkets of jewelry and two diamond rings. 
In their eagerness to secure the plunder the 
Hungarians got into a squabble, during 
which one of the number severed the finger 
upon which were the rings and started on 
run with bis fearful prize. 
The revolting 
nature of the deed so wrought upon the pur 
suing farmers, who by this time were close at 
hand, that they gave immediate chase. Some 
of the Hungarians showed tight, but, being 
outnumbered, were compelled to flee for 
jreir lives. 
Nine of the brutes escaped, but 
our were literally driven into the surgin 
river to tiieir death. 
The thief who took the 
rings was among the number of the involun 
tary suicides. 
At 8:30 o’clock this morning an oid rail 
roader, who had walked from Sang Hollow, 
stepped up to a number of men who were on 
the platform station at Curranville, and said 
Gentlemen, had I a shotgun with me half 
an hour ago, I would now be a murderer, yet 
with no fear of ever having to suffer for my 
crime. 
Two miles inflow here I watched 
Ihrec men going along the banks, stealing the 
jewels from the bodies of the dead wives and 
daughters of men who have been robbed of 
all they hold dear on earth.” 
He had no sooner finished the last sentence 
than five burly men, with looks of terrible 
determination written ou their faces, were on 
their way to the scene of plunder, one with a 
coil of rope over his shoulder and another 
with a revolver in his hand. 
In twenty 
minutes, so it is stated, they had overtaken 
two of their victims, who were then in the 
act of cutting pieces from the cars and fing­ 
ers from the hands of the bodies of two dead 
women. 
With revolver 
levelled at the 
scoundrels, the leader of the posse shouted: 
“Throw up your hands or I’ll blow your 
heads off.” 
With blanched faces and trembling forms, 
they obeyed the order and begged for mercy. 
They were searched, and, as their pockets 
were emptied of their ghastly finds, the in 
dignation of the crowd intensified, and when 
a bloody finger of an infant encircled with 
two tiny gold rings was found among the 
plunder in the leader’s pocket, a try went up 
“ Lynch them! Lynch them!” Without 
moment’s delay ropes were thrown around 
their necks and they were dangling to the 
limbs of a tree, in the branches of which an 
hour before were entangled the bodies of a 
dead father and son. 
After half an hour the 
ropes were cut and the bodies lowered and 
carried to a pile of rocks in the forest on the 
hill above. 
It is Hinted that an Allegheny 
county official was one of the most promiuent 
in this justifiable homicide. 
One miserable wretch who was caught in 
the act of mutilating a body was chased by 
crowd of citizens, and when captured was 
promptly strung up to a telegraph pole. 
A 
company of officers rescued him before he 
was dead, much to the disgust of many re­ 
putable people, whose feelings had been out­ 
raged by the treatment of their deceased re 
lotions. 
¡Shortly after midnight an attempt 
was made to rob the First National Bank, 
which, with the exception of the vaults, bad 
been destroyed. 
The plunderers were dis 
covered by the citizens’ patrol, which had 
been established during the night, and a 
lively chase ensued. A number of the thieves 
—six, it is said—were shot. 
It is not known 
whether they were killed or not, as their 
1 todies would have been washed away almost 
immediately if such had been the case.

A s S een F ro m th e H a lte d T r a in s —O ne w h o 
S aw tlie Ilre a k . 
[From letters to the New York Sun.] 
A number of travelers from the West who 
found the 
Pennsylvania 
Railroad 
line 
blocked, and turned back at Pittsburg or at 
¡joints up the Conemaugh valley, got here by 
New York Centra! trains yesterday at noon 
and at 8:50 p. m. 
One of these passengers, 
Hr. F. (J. Garrison, a commercial traveler, 
of this city, got as far up the valley as La- 
irobc, twelve miles below Johnstown. 
“ Our truin passed through Pittsburg on 
Friday night," he said to a Sun reporter, 
“and got as far as Latrobe on Saturday morn­ 
ing. 
Here we were stopped by the Hood. 
We were right beside the stream. 
The scene 
was an awful 
one. 
The 
river, which 
is usually 
about 
as 
wide 
as 
Broad­ 
way, 
was 
only 
three 
times 
as 
wide, 
hut it was twenty feet above its usual 
level, the valley was so narrow there. 
It 
rushed down the valley, breaking here and 
there into great waves and swirling eddies. 
It remiuded me of Hell Gate when the tide is 
in. 
There was wreckage all along the tor­ 
rent ah far as we could sec. 
Parts of houses 
aud barns were rushed into great shifting 
rafts with trees and logs, and every little way 
the dead body of some unfortunate. 
Every­ 
thing that is associated with horte or farm 
life was in the stream. 
There were dead an­ 
imals by the hundred, pigs, cows, sheep, 
horses, and dogs with their kennels. 
As the 
wreckage went down the winding valley it 
was driven from one shore to the other. 
It 
was only at the sharp bends that there was 
any chance for help. 
No boat could live in 
the flood. 
The banks were lined for miles 
with persons anxious to help, but unable to 
do anything. 
“ The most heartrending sight was to see 
little children go by dead among the pieces 
of their wrecked homes. 
There were men 
and women, too, but how-many 1 saw I can­ 
not tell. 
After the sight of the first’few 
corpses a horror overcame us, and we Im­ 
agined a body in every white object that was 
thrown into sight by the heaving currents. 
“ Our train 
returned to 
Pittsburg 
by 
noon. 
The scene was the same all along the 
river, and we followed it for miles. The first 
of the wreckage reached Pittsburg nt aliout 
the same time we got there. 
Standing on a 
bridge there, I saw the corpse of a woman 
carried by. 
It was caught amid n mass of 
troes aDd broken stuff that was packed 
together like a raft. 
Her long hair wus un­ 
done, and spread in a tangle over the wreck­ 
age. 
She was entirely naked.’ 
Mr. Crouse, proprietor of the South Fork 
Fishing Club Hotel, came to Johnstown this 
afternoon. 
He says that when the dam of 
Conemaugh Lake broke the water seemed to 
leap, hardly touching the ground. It bounded 
down the valley, crashing aud roaring, carry­ 
ing everything before it. For a mile its front 
seemed like a solid wall twenty feet high. The 
warning given the stricken city was seut from 
South Fork Tillage by Freight Agent De­ 
chert. 
When the great wall that held th6 
body of water began to crumble at the top, 
he sent a message begging the people of 
Johnstown for God’s sake to take to the hills.

Simons, who had three children. 
Charles 
Simons was the proprietor of a shoe store in 
the Grand 
Opera House building. 
Mr. 
Corn’s brother, Aaron A. Corn, a young man 
17 years old was a clerk in the store. 
Mr. 
Corn expected to leave Johnstown last Thurs­ 
day. 
No word has been received from liim, 
and it is feared 
have remained 
visited his home in this City last September, 
he spoke of the danger which threatened 
Johnstown from floods. 
In the spring of 
1888 he said the water rose so high it flooded 
streets and families were forced to move to 
the upper stories of the houses. 
At that time 
the dam at South Fork was considered dan­ 
gerous, and citizens frequently talked about it. 
Ex-Alderman Edward Brietenbucher is the 
owner of a number of hives of bees.

Such occurences are the cause 
of much loss to bee-keepers.”

A number of culverts, some farm stock 
and a great deal of produce w’as swept away 
yesterday. 
At Avon the damage will not 
amount to much. 
A number of fences on 
the flats were carried away. 
Tbe River is 
two miles wide at that point. 
Usually at 
this time of the year it is 150 feet wide. In 
the Wyoming Valley the creeks fell as rap­ 
idly as they rose, and ail danger is now over. 
Some culverts and one or two small bridges 
were carried away. 
B u f f a l o , June 3 .—A special from Glean, 
N. Y„ says all danger from the flood is past 
the high waters are receding. Several houses 
and many small buildings have been swept 
away or wrecked. 
Both bridges over the 
Allegheny River have been carried away. 
The City Water Works are still useless on 
account of the flood. 
C a r l i s l e , Pa., June 3 .—Later information 
from the surrounding country shows that the 
loss by the floods will be over $200,000.

Valley Railroad Company’s loss will be 
heavy. 
A number of new bridges have been 
washed away. 
As. far as heard from no lives 
have been lost.

will probably be no trains south for several 
days. 
Numerous washouts 
are reported.
